work for ome cradler, and his wages
were from $1 to $1.25. Usuoally a man
and boy “took up,” that Is, raked and
bound, and theilr combined wages were
about the same as a cradler's, Oces-
siopally & man would “follow” the cra-
dle, that is, would bind all that the
cradler would eunt, but could do it only
by keeping up close so that he would
take the last cut off the fingers of the
cradle. He usually recelved the same
pay as the cradler. Then came the
shocking, and after that the raking of
the flelds with s horse rake—a primi-
tive affalr, revolving with wooden
teeth. Thé “‘pilece” +was usually
brought out about 10 o'clock, together
with a bucket of fresh water and gen-
erally somethlng stronger. Dinner
came at noon, with an hour's rest; sup-
per at b o'clock, and work ended at sun-
down. The cost of harvesting under
those primitive conditions was as little
and less than it has been most of the
time until since the introduction of the
self-binder.

Oats were cut rather green and al-
lowed to lle two or three days in the
swath before binding. At a perlod
somewhat earller they were allowed to
lle until after a heavy rain, the reason
being that when thoroughly soaked
they toreshed out more bushels than
when put up In good conditlon, the
sole market in that country, Western
Pennsylvania, before the advent of the
rallroads, being at the taverns on the
turnpike, where they were sold by the
bushel and used for feeding the stock
which then traveled through to the
Eastern markets.

It wae a great thing In those days
to have the reputation of belng the best
cradler, and many were the contests
between rivals to see who enjoyed the
homor. One of these contests occurred
on thé home farm. The field to be cut
down measured thirteen acres of only
moderately beavy  but upstanding
wheat. It begah early in the morning,
with two to follow each cradler, of
whom the wrlter, then a boy of thir-
teen, was one. The day was hot, and
the race was contiouous until nearly
sundown, when but an acre of the field
remained, and the owner came out and
peremptorily ordered the contest to
cease and every man to get out of the
fleld. - We remember distinetly that
the cut that day was 304 shocks of
twelve sheaves each. The winner
started in second, and, about 4 o'clock,
cut around the leader, and carried the
laurels for years afterwards, We were
as proud of following that leader and
being up with him when ordered out
of the field as the modern boy is now
of being champlon of foot-ball.

How wonderfully times have chang-
ed, when a bright boy of fifteen years
old can go into & similar field of wheat,
eut it down and gather it for shocking
in & slngle day, doing much better
work than could possibly bave been
done_under ibe old method. And yet
we belleve harvesters enjoyed the old
method better than the new. My, what
feed they had In those days at harvest
time! What an appetite a boy had for
fried spring ehicken and custard ple!
And what blessed sleep came after a
dny's work in that harvest field!—Wal-
lace's Farmer.

WORLD'S MOST DEADLY POISON.

Bnapshot Observatien of a Pecnllar
Mannfactory in England. .

In London is a strange establishment
behind a wilderness of warehouses
and tumble-down tenements, In a re-
mote suburb. Its massive gutes, says
the Interior, are locked and jealously
gunrded. A visitor must not only be
careful where he steps and refrain
from touching; he must aiso breathe
with great caution. One of the terrible
poisons manufactured here I8 pure
anhydrous acld, a drug seldom seen
outside a chemical laboratory. This
is the deadliest of all known polsons.
The discoverer was stricken dead from
Inhaling its fumes. From 3 to § per
cent. of this chemical added to 95 or
07 parts water makes prussle aeld.
This dlinted polson causes Instant
death even when taken In minute quan-
tities, Last year they turned out over
1,000 tons of it. Five gralns being a
" fatal dose, the annual output would be
_sufficlent to kil 2,500,000 people. In
the workroom men are gathered asround
a witch's caldron contalning over a
hundredweight of molten cyanide. The
scething mass of white-bot liquld pols-
on, with the lambent play of the fur-
nace fires, the phantom faces of the
workmen enveloped In an uncanny
looking-glass mask, peering into the
heart of the dreadful mixture through
the thick atmosphere, make a terrible
sight. In another room. where are tons
of the finished product looking ke
erystdllized sugar, “good enough to
eat,” one man is never allowed glone.
For some Inexplicable reason, it exer-
clses a strange fascination for the men
who Inhale its fumes. They are haunt-
ed by a desire to eat it. But, knowing
that satisfying the craving meaps in-
stant death, most, but not all, resist it.

What It Means to “See Stars,

If & man falls so as to strike his
head violently on the Ice or on the pave-
ment, or if he gets a blow over the eye,
he {s sald to “see stars,"” says the Chl-
cago Chronicle. The cause of this curi-
ous phenomenon is found in & pecull-
arity of the optic nerve. The function
of that nerve Is to convey to the brain
the Impression of light. It recognlzes
nothing In the world but light It s
susceptible to no other {mpresslon, or,
if acted upon by any other agent, il
commuunlicates to the brain the intelll-
gence of the presence of that agent by
sending along its fibre flashes of light
only. [Irritate this nerve with a probe
or other instrument, and It conveys no
sensation of pain, but simply that of
luminouns sparks. The paln of the blow
on the eye, or the fall on the head, is
realized through the nerves of gencral
sensation; but, Insusceptible to paln or
other feeling, the optic nerve sends to
the braln its report of the shock by
flashes, sparks and “stars.”

Why British Troops Wear Scarlet.

Several reasons are urged by sclen-
iic and military experts In favor of
infantry soldiers wearing scarlet coats.
Bearlet affords the best attainable pro-
tection against the extremes of heat
and ecold to which soldlers are liable
o be exposed. The darker the color

protecting A warm body the more rap-
idly radlation proceeds. With refer-
ence to protection from the sun, =earlet
takes a far higher place than any of
the blues, greens or drabs and other
shades often used for military clothing.

Although scarlet 8 more conspicuous
than gray, when the sun shines directly
on the troops It blurs the sight, and s
consequently more difficult to hit. It s
a d!stinet advantage that men should
bulk large In the decislve stages of an
encounter, and there Is no eclor whieh
enables them to do this so effectively
as scarlet. Therefore, every scientific
considerntion justifies the retention of
scarlet as the best uniform for troops.

Pet Explocives of Many Nations.

Every great power has its own spe-
elal high-power explosive with which
its shells are filled, says Answers. The
French pin their falth to melinite,
which has been very thoroughly tested.
Shells filled with this composition have
been fired through ten inches of armor
without exploding. The shells in this
instance left the gun's muzzle with the
great velocity of 2,000 feet per second.

The Britlsh Government I8 doubtful
of the safety of melinite,and usesa com-
position ealled lyddite. It gets its name
from Lydde, in Wales, where It Is man-
ufactored. The lyddite shells have
been successfully fired through five
inches of armor.

Ecrasite is used by Austria. Its com-
position is a secret known only to the
two Inventors, who a&are Austrinns.
This explosive has been foand to have
speclal destructive power when used
against earthworks.

Sweden has decided to use In 1
army an explosive called belllte, the
invention of a Swede. While it has not,
as much explosive force as many of:
the other compositions, yet it s claimed
to be more stable. Its powers of pres-
ervation are also much greater. The
United States has been making ex,
haustive trials of a kind of guncotton
known as emmenite, a most powerf

explosive.

The cooling of the air continues until
condensation of the watery vapor be-
glns. Watery vapor is always present
in greater or less quantities, The tem-
peraturs at which this condensation
takes place Is the dew point, and if this
occurs at 82 degrees Fahrenhelt, or
below, frost is formed.

A Frenchman has constructed a tri-
cyele for traveling on the water, The
wheels have lmmense rubber tires,
nearly four feet In diameter, which
when Infiated, buoy the machine up
so that, when the rider Is in position,
the bottom of the wheels dip hardly
more than a foot benezth the surface,
Projections on the sides of the rear
tires serve as paddles to propel the
machine. As 1t weighs less than 70
pounds, It can, when pecessary, be rid-
den on land.

Many people regard gold as of one
color; this is & mistake, as pure gold
varies conslderably In hue. An expert
can tell the lecallty from whence It
was derived by its color. Australian
gold I8 very much redder than Callfor-
nian. Nugget gold (Klondlke, for in-
Stance) is yellow, whereas that from
quartz Is of a deeper “golden” tint.
The reddest gold comes from the Ural
Mountains., Of course few people see
pure gold, for the metal of commerce
and even our coins are alloyed. Native
metal is mueh too soft to be used alone
and requires an slloy to enable It to
withstand rough-wear and tear.

Astronomers are already looking for-
ward with keen Interest to the expect-
ed reappearance of the celebrated Le-
nold meteors next November. These
meteors, whose reappearance as a
great swarm occurs at Intervals of
about thirty-three years, made a spec-
tacular display In 1883, and were also
very numerous in 1866 and 1867. Re-
cent calculations show that since the
swarm met the earth the last time It
has been perturbed by the attractions
of Jupiter and Satorn, and that the
middle of the shower this year will oc-
cur on the morning of Nov. 16, instead
of the 14th. It will be vislble in both
Europe and the United States. .

A recent investigation in Germany
of the sultability of aluminum for cook-
ing utenslls ralses the question wheth-
er any danger attends the use of such
vessels. While aluminum is but slight-
ly affected by weak aclds when they
are pure, it Is rapldly attacked In the
presence of sodium chloride by sulphur
dloxide, acefle scld and even alum.
But, says Sclence, it remains a mooted
guestion whether the amount dissolv-
ed would do injury to the aystem.
periments made indicate that alumi-
pum-'salts have A somewhat detrimen-
tal effect on digestion; yet on the other
hand, slum water I8 often beneficial to
health,

The fcot of a horse is one of the most
Ingenious and unexampled pleces of
mechanism in animul structure. The
hoof contnins a series of vertical and
thin lainae of horn, amounting to about
500 and forming a complete lining to
it. In this are fitted as many laminae
belonging to the coffin bone, while both
sets are elastic and adherent. The edge
of a quire of paper, Inserted leaf hy
leaf Into another, will convey a soffi-
clent idea of the arraugement Thus
the welght of the animal is sapported
by as many elastic springs as there are
laminae In the feet, amounting to about
4,000, distributed In the most secure
manner, since every spring 1s acted on
in an obllgue dlrection.

At the time of the Jameson rald 1t
caused Dr. Jameson and his assoclates
conslderable surprise that thelr plans
were known to the Boers almost as
soon a8 they were concelved. The
British were met, fought and defeated
by an ambushed body of men almost
at the very beginning of thelr attack,
and it was believed at the time that
one of thelr number had turned traltor
and given the plans to the Boers, but
now the secret Is known. .

The old warrior enlisted the services
of the barmalds at Johannesburg in the
political secret service. Through them
he learned that new men were belng
enlisted In the Cape pollce and that
new guns were being shipped, week
after week, from England. Through
the same source he was Informed of
the attempts that were belng made by
English politiclans to force the hands
of the Government of the Orange Free
State In case war should be declared
by the British Government against his
country. The Englishmen babbled all
this over thelr cups and the barmalds’
winning smiles and bright eyes never
gave them the suspicion that they were
